TORONTO, April 1.—Regulations 
under the Ontario Housing Act, which 
became law a few days ago, were pro- 
mulgated by Mr. J. A. Bilis, Director 
of the Bureau of Municipal Affairs 
These provide \that In a mdnicipality 
which has building by-laws all houses 
shall be crected in’ accordance wit't 
the restrictions, drovided that the 
minimum requirements regarding g20- 
eral provisions and housing standanis 
of the Province shall take precedence 
over thé provisions of the buiiding by- 
laws of municipalities where such pro- 
visions fall below the minimum re- 
quirements and housing standards of 
the Province. It Is also provided that 
a house erected under the provisions 
of the Act shall not be colerted into 

a store or used for any purpose other

‘And,. for any 
‘one who spoke with hint, or-eten sa” 
him during his stay here. the conno- 
tations of the word “blind™ have been 
swiftly and miraculously changed. 

And this, since he Is 2 sort of pro- 

ftotype of what men blinded in battle 
‘are to be, isa very’ cheering thing. 
We’ have heard. of course, of. the 
‘work done at St. Dunstan's, Gut we 
have not seen the actual results. Alt 
men blinded in’ battle have not the 
Personality and ‘the force of _ Sir 
Arthur Pearson, but we know at less} 
now that they can lite their normal 
ives againg “aud do their work, and 
“go about alone.” and that, even in 
a blind man, jt is personality and 
force which count. 

But even the wide significance of 

his example and his. work is some- 
what lost sight o€-in the conscious- 
ness pathic sheer personality of this 
man who, being cut of, by one of 
the worat ‘physical aMfictions, in the 
middle of age remarkable career, be- 
came the pioneer Im another. Aa 
soon as he. lost his.sight, as he will 
tell you, he “sacked his valet.’ be- 
lieving that if a nian is dependent in 
little. things he will be depentient in 
big things. That was characteristic, 
and the fact that people often speak 
of what a good man he must hare, 
te tie his bow ties az if-he had done 
them: himself, proves that his. inde- 
pendence in the little things is just 
as Ereat as in the big. 

Sirs*Arthur himself — the man 
whom some onc has described as “th 
greatest hustter I ever knew outside 
of-Ameri¢e.” -He ts a big man and 
radiates energy. He would come to 
greet sou with bis hand extended. 
and by some sense more subtie and 
immediate than cresight. he would 
know what kind of person you were; 
and he would listen to your voice and 
to your thought more than te your 
words, He would ware aside all idea 
of the visit being an intrusion. or of, 
the fact that he might be tired after 
his trips. 

“I don't believe in being tired.” be 
would say, almost brusquely,, and 
turn to the matter in hand, spogking 
briefly and rery quickly, a ith- 
out wasting a word oF a second ora 
mortement of the hand. \Sir Arthur 
is a man of action and of instantan- 
cous decisions, of absolute self- 
conGdence, large will power, and an 
enduring mental energy. He doml- 
nates other people. It ia possible to 
imagine him, a blind man, leading 2 
regiment into battle, over the top. 
and into. the enemy's trenches, He 
could find his way, and Iead U. He 
could put confidence into erery man 
behind him, and command him. fie 
{fs the sort person whom people 
fear, and admire, and look to in an 


fd] emergency. 


He knows the psychology ofthe 
blinded, in distinction to those born 
blind, and for that reason fs pecullar- 
ly fitted to help the soldier and the 
sailor back to living. He is only ask- 
ing them to do what he himself has 
done—to fit themselves for some new 
kind “of work if their old kind bas 
become impracticable for them. His 
own fiting for his new work ecame 
simply through his own experience of 
xeing from light to darkness. He 
knows what it Is like. He knows 
what has to be learned over again. 


*}and how it may best be learned. For

PARIS, April 19.—The drafting of the final form of the Peace 
Treaty is proceeding rapidly in order to have it ready for presentation 
to the German delegates when they arrive at Versailles.a week hence. 
The document a# framed, begins with an introduction in the form of 
Protocol, setting: forth the complete list of belligerent powers taking 
part in the war apd now making peace, with designation of plenipo.

On September 
19, 1907, the United Klogdom, on 
Canada, conciuded a new 
commercial treaty with France for 
the exprees purpose of improving 
still further the commercial: rela- 
tions between the two countries. The 
new treaty includes a much larger 
range of goods than was covered by 
the treaty of 1893. The new treaty 
was ratified at Paris, Feb. 1, 1910, 
and, accordingly, went into force on 
that date. 3 
The. Franco-Canadian treaty of 
1907! has. undoubtedly’ had the ‘ef- 
fect of stimulating the exchange of 
commodities between the two coun- 
tries, Prior to the war the balance 
of trade was largely in’ favor of 
France and the treaty of 1907 ap- 
bears to have further assisted the 
imports of French goods into Can- 
ada without materially in¢reasing 
the exporis of Canada to’ France. 
Since the outbreak of the war and 
under the stimulus’ of -war orders 
the exports of Canada to France 
have largely exceeded the imports 
from France. During the year 1303, 
just prior to the coming into force 
of the Fran jan treaty, the 
imports into Canada from France 
were valued at $8,197,439, the duti- 
able Imports amounting to $6,973,- 
8 and free imports to $1,218,497, 
while for the fiscal year 1914, just 
prior to the outbreak of war, im-

-278, 336, dutiable imports amountiog

R, J. McFall, the Cost of Living Commissioner, has come 
to the city from Ottawa to investigate supplies in cold stor- 
: age and endeavor to solve the reason why butter has be- 
come a luxury of the rich. 
in Butter wholesalers, interviewed by the Times stated to- 
‘day that the situation m'ght become casier within the next 
ten days or two weeks, but an appreciable lowering in the 
price is not expected for some time to come. 
A review of the butter situation for the past few 
months reveals a situation which few consumers will under- 
: Stand, after the past war years of stringent economic ob- 
‘+ servation on the part of United States and Canadian Gov- ; 
: emnments. Conditions in Canada and the United States are 
somewhat equal, but both countries, on the admission of 
Toronto shippers and wholesalers, are being made to “pay 
through the' nose,"’ while their Allies in Europe are enjoy- 
ing the best creamery butter at prices which have not been 
quoted here for years back. 

When the United States declared war the Government 
commandeered Go per cent. of the American butter supply 
for the use of its military cantonments and the supply of 
its army and navy at various points. Upon the signing of 
the armistice this precaution was abandoned and the whole- 
sale price of butter fell nearly fifty per cent., in view-of the 
{+ surplus on hand. For some reason unknown this surplus 

was shipped to Europe and American butter soon reached 
jo cents wholesale, and local dealers now state that but a 
_ week's supply is on hand today in the United States, 


CANADIAN SARDINE FISHERS’ PLIGHT. 

About 2,000 breadwinners in the sardine fishery industry on our At- 
lantic coast are faced with unemployment. The fishing season normally 
opens on May 1st, but owing to the fact that the factories have a large 
surplus from last year it is not the intention of the managements to open 
until that is disposed of. 

' In view of the fact that last year there were imported into Canada 
$286,000 worth of foreign fish of the sardine type from France, Spain, 
Portugal, Norway and California—none of which are of better nutritive 
quality than the Canadian sardine—the Canadian Trade Commission re- 
quests a voluntary campaign on the part of Canadian grocers, restaurant: 
and housewives to give preference for the next ‘few weeks to Canadian. 
packed sardines. 

_ The enormous stocks of similarly Canned fishtin Europe and the 
United States quite prevent even the hope of export of the Canadian 
maritime produce, but the Trade Commission is confident that when the 
facts are brought before the public they will exercise that collective patri- 
vtic influertice which solved similar temporary difficulties in the ee 
and fruit seasons last summer and fall. 

The number of fishermen engaged in catching Canadian sardines is 
about 1,200, and there are in addition 600 cannery employees, largely 
women and girls. ,
